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This is in response to Appeal Brief filed on 12/14/09. 

I. The brief is incomplete because there is no argument for the double 
patenting rejection on the record since there is no terminal disclaimer is filed by 
applicant in order for an expert to timely check and approve. It is reasonable that 
applicant wants a quick patent. Applicant should provide an early, full and 
complete response in order for an early, full and complete consideration and 
determination of an allowability of the specification. This issue have been pointed 
out and set forth in the Office Action mailed on 1 1/20/09 after consulting, 
approving and authorizing by two Specialist Supervisory Primary Examiners with 
(1) Jill A. Warden (571-272-1267) and (2) Patrick J. Ryan (571-272-1292) on 
11/12/09. 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/14/09 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

"rejection of claims 1-2, 4-5, 10, 15, 19-20 and 56. Altiiough claims 1, 4-6, 10, 15, 17-21, 53 and 
56 were provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over co-pending application No. 10/389,214 in view of En et al. 
(U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 20040134682), this rejection is not the subject of the 
present appeal. As noted, the rejection is a provisional rejection and as such, applicants are under 
no obligation to respond to the rejection other than to acknowledge same." 
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Two Specialists and Supervisory Primary Examiners with (1) Jill A. Warden 
(571-272-1267) and (2) Patrick J. Ryan (571-272-1292) have been studied the 
issues of the provisional double patenting rejection and appeal brief. They approve 
and authorize a non-complied appeal brief Office Action. It will be repeated until 
applicant fully and completely filed an appeal brief with an argument for the 
double patenting rejection on the record or a terminal disclaim for an expert to 
timely check and approve on the record in order for an early, full and complete 
consideration and determination of an allowability of the specification.
